At the niorniiif; .service nntiplions were 
sung b, fijio and after each of the Psulins 
of the till' (liiy, and also before and after 
the canticles. The lessons were read by 
a young layman, vested in a blue merino 
dress with a long train, and a girdle of 
the same maicrial round liis waist, over 
which he wore a short surplice of very 
light fabric, thus oniibling the colors of 
tile cassock or puwii to show tbrougli. 
At tho conclusion of matins this ycung 
man retired to the vestry and shortly 
reappeared divested of his robes, and 
wearing a black cassock and a differently 
shaped surplice, proceeded with the clergy 
to the nliar, wliorc he officiated as subdea- 
con and sang the epistle. The Rov. A. 
Squib, curate in charge, preached the 
sermon which lasted only six minutes. 

At the evening service the altar was 
very tastefully decorated with flowers and 
eainUes, The service commenced at T 
o'clock and finished at a quarter to 10.

By a recont roiiirn Irooi tlio Com- 
miesionora of Eini^nUion wo notico 
that the great bulk of tbe Transatlun- 
tio emigration from Great Britain, as 
-woU as from Germany, finds its way 
to the U^nited btatoa — but this condi- 
tion of things, wo fancy, cannot con- 
tinue much longer. A fow years ago 
tho United States used to be rogardod, 
and properly bo, as a oonntry whore 
labor was always sure of employment 
and at remunerative rates, trnd whoro 
livinir was of the cheapest ohai-actor. 
DonbtloBS the emigrants who H.ock 
thither still boliovo tliat the same slate 
of things exists now, olhorwiso it is 
diflicult to uiidoi'titand wliy Ihcy go. 
It is not pleasant lo diHpol ploutiing 
dreams, but in tlio int'Tost of those 
seeking homes acroRS the Lino it is 
only right to make known a lew facts 
regarding tbe expenses of living in tho 
States, as compared with thoao in the 
dominion of Canada. At ihis mnmcnt 
the direct annual taxation in tho atato 
ol,ifew York amounts to $64,800,000, 
or £13,000,000 sterling, and the in- 
direct taxation to $118,000,000, or 
je23;tibo,000— or an aggregate annual 
taxation of £36,000,000 sterling. Tlio 
total debt of Canada may be put down 
at $70,000,000, or £14,000,000 sterling, 
Bo'thittho people of the State of Now 
York positively pay in taxes every 
year an amount more than double the 
whole debt of Canada, cxclusivo of tho 
debts of tho Provinces of Nova Scotia 
and New Branawick. It in cMlimatod 
that tho people of thai Stale pay a 
taxation per bead of population 
equivalent to $45. Tho imposition of 
a similar rato in Canada would in loss 
than a year pay off tho entire public 
debt of the province as it stood bcloro 
Confederation. These are a few fiiclH 
for intending emigrants lo dwell upon, 
and'we may add that these figuroh 
give a fair proportion of the taxation 
tat falls npon all tbe States generally. 
La|)orers, therefore, attracted to the 
AnierioaD Union by nominally high 
"Wfrges should remember those draW'- 
backs in their calculations. Tho 
Toronto Leader, dealing with this 
question, says : — " Wages may be noni- 
inally higher in the States than in 
Canada, but nothing liko to the extent 
that would be required to counter- 
balance all tho other disadvantages of 
taxation, depreciated cun-onuy, and 
an artificial dcarness of all commodi- 
ties, Taking all tbing-i into codsider- 
alion, lliorecan bu no doubt that many 
claaaes of mochaIlic^ gol f'jrly or tilLy 
per cent more heio than llicy do in 
tho .States. Bui the allraciious of 
nominally high wages were for a tiinu 
irresistible. Tho oaso is just ono of 
those which argument tells only 
on the more intcUigont ; — it is wholly 
lost on the mass. As a rule, eaoh in . 
diviSaal must find out the truth from 
pe/ldnare^perience. Many who wont 
to 'the States in search of high wages 
bave^already proved it to t heir cost. 
AD^|»i||^'dear-bought knowledge will 
bear'n'tii'ti' It will cause the tido to 
turn, and labor, instead of flowing out 
of tdo country to the States, will begin 
to come back. Never was thero greater 
need for il than at thistimo. The 
country is bat-o of labor in almost 
every deparlmont, it is plain from 
those considerations ihut Canada is llio 
bolter ftountry fur a man with labor 
to dispose of. A notion of a dilfjrent 
kind bus provailod, and iufluouced 
many pepons in our own country, to 
Bay nothing of European omicrrants. 
Bat^tt^is f^ow pretty well exploded; 
and wo may expoot to soo tho truth 
practically vindicated by a flow of 
labor from tbe Statoa lo Canada in a 
vorf fihbrt-time; '

Wo find tho followiup; in the Now York 
Times of November lltb : 

By tho arrival at this port of the brig 
Eagle we have Poi't-au-Prince dates to 
October lOlli. The particulars of llie 
disturbance which look ])lace a Port qu- 
l-'riuce on the 11th October, of which in- 
lolligeuce has beeu received hero by tele- 
graph from Havana, are given. Tho 
cmeuto arose, it appears, out of violent 
dissension between the Government and 
the Chamber of Kopresculalivca relative 
to the case of General jMoutas, who has 
bc-eu imprisouL'tl by Salnavo on llio 
charge of being ihu leader of the brigands 
known by the name of "Oacos," whoso 
lawless and murderous operations in the 
north have caused so much trouble to the 
Uovuriiiueiil, and who have just been 
subdued and dispersed. The Chamber 
(Uniiaiided Uial Moulas should ciihor be 
broiigbl to trial at once or liberated ; 
l)ut the Government refused to.do either, 
preferring to fake its own time in dealing 
with tho insurrcctiotiary chioflaiu. On 
tho evening of the lllh of October Iho 
sufijetil was under debate in the Chamber, 
anil the war of words rose to such a pitch 
that il was Dually rumored in the city 
that an attempt would be made upon the 
life of the President, who-o place is bnt a 
stone's throw from tho building in which 
the Chaiiilier liolds ili sittings. 

Immediately several thousands of tho 
people made their way to the spot, under 
the impression that the President's life 
was in danger, aed many of.tbeiu being 
armed several shots were fired at the 
Assembly House. Salnave, on beiug in- 
formed, immediately hastened to the 
scene of action, showed himself to the 
people and addressed tlicm in a brief 
speech, wircli had the cll'ect of reassuring 
tliem, and in a short time they dispersed. 
The following day he issued a proclama- 
tion e.'cplanatory of the situation of affairs, 
and calculated to allay the excitement. 
The Cliamber had closed its sittings tcni- 
por;iriiy, and it was sup[)Osed thai unless 
tho (iuvcniiiient yielded, both the Ilonse 
of Represenlativcs and Senate would 
resign their functions. The Governmeul 
remained firm, taking tbe ground that as 
Moutns was charged with crimes of great 
tar|)itudc, and was a turbulent and dan- 
gerous character, the interests of peace 
and good order demanded that il sliould 
be left to exercise its discretion iu deter- 
miniag wbeu bo should be brought to 
trial. Everything waff quiet at Port-au- 
Priace on the 19 ih of October,

Curious Case of llogaery at Blontreali 

A letter dated Montreal, 0. B., Octo- 
I)er 2.5th, says : A curious ease of alleged 
llbbory, but actual roguery, took place at 

a. m. on the 23rd in this city, 
ro St, Francois Xavier street is our Wall 
street, and there our money brokers most 
do congregate. Aiuontf them was one 
Charles Fidardeau, a French Canadian, 
who did a brokerage business in a small 
way, At ll a, m. Falardeau was found 
lying on the floor of bis ofBco ; and, on 
being aroused, said thai he had been 
beaten and stabbed nnd robbed by a man 
who had bought §3;), 000 iu greenbacks 
of liiin, but who paiil for them iu the 
above violent way. Detectives were 
called in and put upon the traek of tbe 
alleged robbers, who were described by 
Falardeau, jiarticularly one tall, square 
.shouldered, red-haii'ed man — " au Ameri- 
can, of course,' ' said the broker, fii the 
ineautiiiie, brokers who had loaned Fal.ir- 
deau money to make up the S3o,000 in 
greenbacks, came to bis ptfice, aud after 
looking round found und^r the safe a 
package wra[)ped iu broivn paper, which 
parkago contained the 835,000 that Were 
alleged to have been stolon ; so that the 
ease was one of roguery, not rolibcry. 
Falardeau and two of his assistant 
lirothers were arrested^ Tho prisoner 
showed no address in his trickery by leav- 
ing the money in his oHico, Tho particii- 
lairi uf his (oiiduct are as follo\vs : Falar- 
dcuti, on being aroused, raised his head 
and franiieally declared he had been 
robbed and murderously assaulted. liav 
ing in some degree recovered himself, he 
gilt a hack and drove to tho nearest police 
station, wdiere ho gave a description of 
the alleged robbers lo dotoclives Murphy 
and ISoiichard. lioth the men, ho said, 
Were dressed in blaclt, ami ono appoftred 
u'entliMuanly. iti^ seemed lo give llio de- 
scription with dillleiilty and to be in tlio 
wildest grid', was ghastly pale, moaned, 
wove his lingers in l is hair, and passioa- 
aiiily ilceliire'J liiiiiself to be a ruined man, 
ills forehead was disfigured as if by a 
blow, and ho walked lame. Having 
heard his incoherent story, the detoctives 
accompanied him lu his ullico, where Hon- 
chard remained in charge, while Murphy 
w^ent with Fulardoau to prosecute the 
suarch for tbe i obbers, on whose possible 
route telegrams had been despatched. 
AniDiig the places searched by Murphy, 
in com[iaiiy with Falardeau, were the cars 
at IJonavenliira (le|)Ot, Si.
